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Hamlin’s Opportunity 


Hamlin, the village which is in the 
throes of casing off its swaddling clothes 
in the process of becoming a city, is facing 
a year of great opportunity. 
With 
ample moisture to start the 
year, provided by a benevolent Providence, 
prospects for excellent wheat and cotton 
crops are glowing brightly at the beginning 
of the year’s second month. 
And with full-time production by the 
Celotex plant, the industrial picture is 
promising, coupled 
with the continued 
growth of the oil field in our front yard. 
There is every reason for viewing the fu­ 
ture here with confidence and hope. 
Rut, the town of Hamlin cannot hope 
to attain its full destiny by mere chance. 
Nor can our community hope to see a city 
rise from the townsite unless planned ef­ 
fort— and much of it— is put forth by 
those among us who are civic minded, pro­ 
gressive and willing to do plenty of hard 
work. 
Hamlin has several needs that must 
be met before we can hope to attain pro­ 
per growth and progress. 
They are ab­ 
solute essentials for any town that his vi­ 
sions of spreading its borders and increas­ 
ing its population. 
Hamlin must have an adequate supply 
of water to take care of all domestic needs, 
and also to encourage the coming of 
small industries, which are essential to 
growth. 
Our present supply of water is 
sufficient for our immediate needs, but is 
woefully inadequate if we hope to become 
bigger and stronger as a municipality. 
Not only is water needed here, but 
there is a shameful lack of housing. Rent 
houses and apartments are almost impos­ 
sible to find here. 
Something must be 
done and done quickly if Hamlin is to take 
advantage of the heavy influx of popula­ 
tion that not only is potential, but actual. 
And in regard to housing, there is am­ 
ple capital in Hamlin to finance the con­ 
struction of many, many more rental pro­ 
perties than we now have. 
It would be 
a refreshing thing in this day of depend­ 
ence upon Washington if local men would 


use local money to supply this need. 
There are numerous other items that 
could be listed as almost essential for the 
growth of our town, but water and hous­ 
ing are the two most pressing needs. 
Among the lesser needs are better 
streets, with proper drainage to prevent 
the accumulation of water at intersec­ 
tions during the infrequent rains; more 
street lights in the residential districts; 
more hard-surfaced streets; cleaner streets 
to make our town more inviting to visitors; 
a municipal bathin 
r»ocl; and there are 
numerous other irr. 
ovements that could 
be listed. 
Rut, unless some group takes the in­ 
itiative Hamlin will end the year 1949 no 
further advanced in a civic way than wre 
were when we entered the year. 
This is a year of great opportunity 
for our community, but unless we act 
quickly and decisively, it will end as just 
another year.

As time went on. Germany felt the 
pinch. 
Finally, she demanded that 
England and France move over to 
make room for her.

Vet Hospitalization 
Rules Are Clarified 


Proceedure for gaining admittance 
to v eterans hospitals in emergencies, 
was giv en this week in a letter by 
Landon V. Dav is, J ones County ser­ 
v ice officer. 
“ Arrangements in an emergency 
may be made by telephoning the ad­ 
mitting officer,” Dav is said. 
“ Full 
particulars should be giv en, and 
authority for entry should be re- 
questsed, and also for reimbursement 
of necessary trav el ex pense.” 
Dav is said the best plan is to hav e 
the local doctor phone the hospital 
and giv e a clear picture of the case. 
If the v eteran does not hav e a per­ 
sonal doctor, Uie VA designated doc­ 
tor should be asked to call the hos­ 
pital. 
Information that will be essential, 
Dav is pointed out, 
includcs full 
name and address, C-number if pos­ 
sible. date of enlistment and date of 
discharge, character of discahrge 
and condition of the v eteran patient. 
When an attendant is authorized 
to trav el with the v eteran to the 
hospital the gov ernment will pro­ 
v ide for transportation and allow 
the attendant $8 a day for the time 
required.
